SHOOTING FOLLOWS 
CRACKUP OF AUTO 


Chase by County Officers 
Comes to Abrupt End as 
Flying Machine Plunges 
Head-On Into Trolley. 


A bullet fired during the latest 
brush between Fulton county police 
and the driver of a liquor car nar- 
rowly missed an Atlanta woman 
asleep in her home in a residential 
section early yesterday morning, as 
the climax of a long, wild chase at 
speeds described as ‘‘flying.” 

The neighborhood, Moreland ave- 
nue and Arkwright place, was quiet, 
until about 5 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Then things happened. 

The driver of a sedan loaded with 
whisky, pursued into Atlanta from 
near Constitution, on the new Ma- 
con highway, crashed his vehicle 
into the side of a South Decatur 
street car. His pursuers screeched 
to a halt directly behind him. 


Opens Fire. 

Unhurt, the liquor car 
jumped from his damaged car. 
opened fire with a pistol. 
sounded. 

A stray bullet crashed through the 
window of the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
E. C. O'Kelly, near the intersection. 
The bullet struck a door about a foot 
from the bed in which Mre. O'Kelly 
Was sleeping, and ricocheted off a 
dresser table. She screamed, the close 
call unnerving her. Her husband hur- 
ried to the front door. 

The shots were continuing, with the 
driver of the liquor car running away. 
Police tried to catch him, but he elud- 
ed them. Some one telephoned police 
headquarters and Radio Patrolmen 
L. H. Evans and L. F. Preston ar- 
rived. 

There ther found a small crowd of 
residents, rovsed from their beds; Pa- 
trolmen G. W. Gilbert, J. F. Anderson 
and W. C. Tumlin, of Fulton county 
police, and Mr. O'Kelly. 

Story of Chase. 

The Fulton officers jumped the 
liquor car and chased it iato Atlanta, 
inquiry revealed. Between 35 and 50 
cases of rye whisky were found in the 
wrecked car, mainly in a trunk on 
the rear. 

Two Atlanta radio patrolmen, who 
were in their car parked on Moreland 
avenue and Flat Shoals avenue, join- 
‘ed the others. One of them spoke: 

“Those two cars were flying when 
they passed us. We followed “them, 
but not at those speeds! They were 
blocks ahead of us before we even 
shifted into high gear.”

With Cukor is Hobe Erwin, prom- 
inent designer of New York and Hol- 
lywood, who will supervise the con- 
etruction of sets for the picture. 

The two men, arriving in Atlanta 
unexpectedly a day ahead of their 
schedule, spent yesterday touring the 
vicinity of Atlanta with Miss Mitchell. 

Describes Architecture. 

“Plain and rugged” is the way Cu- 
kor describes Georgia's war-time 
architecture. 

With Erwin he was shown Jones- 
boro and the neighboring countryside, 
where “Tara,” the plantation home 
of Scarlett, and “Twelve Oaks,” the 
estate of Ashley Wilkes, are located in 
the novel. 

The party attended a tea yesterday 
afternoon given for the Atlanta His- 
torical Society by Eugene Mitchell, 
the author’s father, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Stephens Mitchell, her brother and 
sister-in-law, at her father’s home on 
Peachtree street. 

Back at their hotel suite—a mere 
five-room affair—Cukor and Erwin

section. Cukor had never been farther

F'ITALIANS IN SPAIN 


SLAY OWN TROOPS 


Captured Major Reports 
Ethiopian Forces Trans- 
ferred to Guadalajara. 


VALENCIA, March 28. —-—PR— 
Italians killed hundrede of their own 
men in the confusion of the retreat at 
Brihuega on the Guadalajara front, 
Major Antonio Lueciano, who was 
captured by advancing Spanish gov- 
ernment troops, told the Associated 
Press tonight. 

Lucciano, who said he was a major 
in the regular Italian army, and had 
volunteered for service in Spain ‘on 
his return from Ethiopia, said he lived 
in New York in 1928 and 1929, where 
he was a glove importer. 

He asserted Fascist troops in the 
Brihuega sector were ontirely Italian 
and that Italians on the Guadalajara 
front totalled four divisions of 10,000 
men each. 

“The men were moved around #0 
quickly, positions changed so often, 
there was so much confusion that 
Italians killed hundreds of their own 
men. I could not attempt to set the 
exact figure,” he said. 

Lucciano said he led a company 
into a town near Briehuega believing 
other units would follow immediately.

DUBOIS, Pa., March 28.—(4)— 
Two explosions killed nine men deep 
in the workings of a coal mine near 
this northern Pennsylvania town, and 
the bodies of all except two were car- 
ried out today by rescue workers. 

Four of the men were rescue work- 
ers who entéred the shaft after the 
first explosion which had trapped the 
other five. 

The mine, operated by the North- 
west Mining Exehange Company, is 
situated about 14 miles from here on 
the outskirts of the mining settlement 
of Kramer. It normally employs more 
than 800 men but only tle five had 
been working in the,pit Saturday 
|night when the explosiong let go only | 
35 minutes apart. ~"°*°* so 

Few of the inhabitants of the sét- 
tlement—most of them away to spend 
Easter Sunday with friends—knew of 
the explosions until late today.

Mother: Has 3 Children 
Baptized,StranglesThem 
and Then Kills Herself.

Eight Easter slayings, with three 
of the victims children, were report- 
ed by authorities in New York city, 
Vineland, N. J., and Aurora, Ill. 

After attending Easter services and 
the baptism of her three small daugh- 
ters in Aurora, Mrs. John Martin, 25, 
was found hanged and the three chil- 
dren strangled to death in the bed- 
room of their home. 

Police Captain Fred Hess said he 
found .a note indicating the mother, 
apparently despondent because her 
husband had neglected to remember 
them on Easter, first strangled her 
children with a rope and then took 
her own life. 

The husband, jobless for much of 
the past two years, left Aurora re- 
cently apparently in search of work, 
police said. 

Father Shoots Sons, Kills Self. 

At Vineland, two young: boys fresh 
from Sunday school services were 
critically wounded, police reported, 
by. bullets fired by their. own father 
before he killed himself. 

Police Chief Peter T. Maguire said 
before the body of William J. Gil- 
lerin, 37, was found slumped over his 
unconscious sons in ‘an automobile 
near Lawdis township, the man sent 
a note to his estranged wife tellin 
of his intention to kill Robert, 7, 
Raymond, 5, and himself.

CHRYSLER STAYS 
FOR NEGOTIATIONS 


Hope of Break in Long 
Deadlock Grows, Aided 
by Unexpected Contin- 
uance of Conferences. 


LANSING, Mich., March 238.— 
(AP)—Chrysler strike negotiators 
failed to solve the union recognition 
problem in a brief Easter day par- 
ley, and hopes of some 80,000 idle 
workers for an immediate return to 
their jobs were left unfulfilled. 

The parley will be resumed to- 
morrow morning at 14 o’clock (10 
a. m., Atlanta time), without the 
presence of John L. Lewis, chair- 
man of the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization, who left for New 
York to work on a new soft coal 
miners contract. 

Governor Frank Murphy, who had 
guided the conference for five days 
as a peacemaker, said the difference 
between opposing sides was “‘large- 
ly a question of the degree of bar- 
gaining.” 

Announcing that Lewis left for 
the caal-esonference.{‘with the consent 
of.all. parties,’ Governor Murphy 
added: 

“A settlement can be reached at 
any time. It may possibly be reached 
during Lewis’ absence. ‘ Otherwise he 
wil] return as soon: as. possible.” 

Think Lewis Needed. 

A reliable source close to the parley, 

however, said it wag dotbted that the 


difference would be composed without 
Lewis’ presence. 

The CIO leader will be replaced by 
Lee Pressman, the committee’s gen- 
eral counsel, and Richard T. Frank- 
ensteen, organizational director for the 
United Automobile Workers, who 
struck to enforce their demand to be 
the sole bargaining agent for 67,000 
Chrysler employes. 

Walter P. Chrysler, chairman of the 
automotive corporation, who came 
here Wednesday to join Murphy and 
Lewis in debating the major strike 
issue, will continue in the conference. 
K..T. Keller, president of the firm, 
and B. E. Hutchinson, vice president, 
will remain with him. 

May Return Wednesd4y. 

Murphy said that if is became nec- 
essary for Lewis to return, he would 
come Wednesday or Thursday. In the 
meantime, he said, the conferees 
would be in communication with 
Lewis. 

Extension of the conference to Mon- 
day marked another unpredicted turn 
in the series which have characterized 
recent days in the three-week-old la- 
bor dispute, second major etrike of 
the year in the automobile industry. 

Originally the parley was to have 
adjourned at noon Friday. Instead 
it pushed on into Saturday, and then 
was to have adjourned Saturday aft- 
ernoon. If continued, however. into 
Sunday morning and appeared headed 
for several day’s adjournment. 

Each extension bolstered hope that 
a settlement was a matter of hours. 
Expectation grew that machinery in 
eight Detroit plants of the corporation 
would be humming. — )

disputes, took time off before noon to 
attend Easter church services.

|Salvation Army Here Builds Men 
By Making Over Cast-Ott Wares 


However Small, Are 


Contributions of Cenerous Atlantans Carry On Valuable 
Work, But More Materials Are Needed; Contributions, 


Gratefully Received. 


With waste materials, donated by 
citizens of Atlanta, the Salvation 
Army is making “men with charac- 
ter.” 

From the streets, the army work- 
ers are taking men who have lost in- 
terest in life, men who are downheart- 
ed and have given up, and giving them 
food, clothing, shelter and work. The 
contribution of waste materials fur- 
nishes the basis for the work. 

Thus, according to Salvation Army 
officials, it might be said the indus- 
| trial department of the organization 
is, to a measurable degree, making 
men from waste material. 

Men, without work, are taken from 
the streets and given work gathering 
waste materials at the homes of citi- 
zens who hare called the office of- 
fering them. 

Gathered and Remade. 

They gather waste paper, vid rags, 
cast-off cotton and wool fragments, 
cast-off clothing. discarded furniture. 
Other men remake and make over the 
discarded materials and sell them to 
the retail merchants of the city for 
resale. ‘The waste paper and rags 
are sold to factories after being sorted 
and baled at the Salvation Army ware- 
houses. 

With money obtained from these 
sales, the army maintains industrial 
warehouses and _ industrial homes. 
Every man living in the latter is re- 
quired to earn his living. It costs him 
approximately $5 per week to live 
there. 

Thirty-eight men work in the in- 
dustrial department of the local Sal- 
vation Army. ‘The organization op- 
erates five trucks with three men on 
each. Others are employed in the 
baling and carpentering departments. 

In addition to earning their own 
way, these men do additional work 
that brings in sufficient income to op- 
erate the home for destitute women 
on Washington street.

There are over 75 men and 
women holding Red Cross instructor's 
certificates in Atlanta at present, it 
was said. 

Dr. Sharpe, a graduate of the 
Yale University Medical School, is 
outstanding in the field of physical 
education and athletics. He is well 
known for his work as coach of foot- 
ball, baseball and basketball at Cor- 
nell, and as director of athletics and 
physical education at Washington 
University. 

“If we heard that an American city 
with a population of 100.000 had been 
completely wiped out through some 
terrible catastrophe this community 
and the whole nation would be stun- 
ned; if we were threatened with war 
that would cause casualties equal to 
the World War, certainly we should 
be doing something to cut off this ap- 
palling waste of life.’’ said General 
James H. Reeves, chairman of the 
Atlanta Red Cross chapter, speaking 
of the chapter first aid program. 

“Tf all the deaths by accident dur- 
ing the year were to happen on one 
day, it would constitute the greatest 
national calamity on record. The an- 
nual casualties amount practically to

the total has increased by one-third, 
in spite of traffic control devices, 
highway policing. and the development 
of protective devices in industries.

Range explained the purpose of the 
workshop and home as being three- 
fold: to give employment to many 
besides those living in the homes; to 
relieve the household of waste and 
obsolescent materials; and to give the 
poor and needy the opportunity to 
have clothing, furniture, books and 
pictures which they could not pur- 
chase at regular retail stores.

FOR FREIGHTER RESCUE! 


In Recovery Parade 


Crew of 30 and ‘a Few’ Pas- 
sengers on Sinking Ship 
in Pacific. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 28.—() 
Thirty-two or more persons aboard 
the sinking freighter Volunteer far 
out in the Pacific awaited daylight 
and rescue today by the British steam- 
er Fresno City, which arrived along- 
side a few hours previous. 

Globe Wireless, which reported the 
arrival of the Fresno City after a 
240-mile rescue run, disclosed also 
that there were passengers abourd 
the stricken ship, but their number 
and identity were not known here. 
Advices said the Volunteer, a cargo 
ship, could accommodate a_ limited 
number of passengers‘and that a few 
persons were so listed, in addition to 
her crew. Reports from Tokyo said a 
crew of 30 and two passengers were 
aboard. 

The 7,717-ton Volunteer sent two 
calls for help within'a period of four 
hours early yesterday, saying she was 
leaking badly and that her pumps 
were unable to stay the inrush of wa- 


er. 

She gave her position as 840 miles 
off the Japanese coast. The Fresno 
City immediately began a race to the 
scene, On the second call the Volun-’ 
teer asked the Empress of Canada 
also to come. Several Japanese freight- 
ers likewise started to the rescue. 

Apparently the Volunteer had been 
battling a heavy storm for two days | 
when she asked for help. 

With a eargo of cotton and general 
merchandise the Volunteer left New 
Orleans February 7 for Kobe, Japan, 
via Pacific ports and Honolulu.

‘INSULIN ‘SHOCKS’ 
TESTED ON INSANE 


Technique Termed 
Promising at Illinois 


Hospital. 
ELGIN, IL. March 28.—(/)—Of- 


'ficials of the Illinois State Hospital 
‘for the Insane reported today a young 


German doctor had experimented with 
the “insulin shock” treatment in an 
attempt to cure dementia praecox in 
13 patients. 

Dr. Gert Heilbrunn, who studied 
the new technique at Muenzingen, 
near Berne, Switzerland. was bronght 
here at the suggestion of Dr. Arthur 
Well, of the Northwestern University 
Medical School. Dr. Heilbrunn has 
been working with the patients about 
five weeks. 

“This is one of the most promising 
things I have ever seen.” commented 
Dr. Charles F. Reed. director of the 
institution. 

In the treatment. patients are given 


a daily increasing dose of insulin until 


their “shock dose” is ascertained. This 
dose averages from 50 to 100 nnits, 
although it may range from eight to 
as many as 250. The. shock produces 
violent ‘reactions of the nervous sys- 
tem—so violent in some patients they 


hare to be tied down.

Speaking as regional director for 

the southeast of the Textile Work- 

ers’ Organizing Committee, A. Steve 

Nance ahnounces that the campaign 

of organization will proceed upon 

the constructive line of strengthen- 
ing the industry while promoting 
the interests of the workers. This 
is, in effect, a plea for understand- 
ing rather than a gauge of battle. 

As such, it will be received with 

public satisfaction. 

Even a short memory recollects 
what happened in 1934, when, un- 
der different leadership, a general 
strike was called as a device of 
quick and decisive organization. It 
was a misguided enterprise. Many 
paper unions came into being, to 
the tune of controversy and con- 
flict. But in the long run, the 
movement was unsuccessful, and 
the consequence has been the pro- 
gressive decline of the United Tex- 
tile Workers. 

Now the United Textile Workers 
has put itself in the hands of a 
Cc. 1 O. committee, under Sidney 
Hillman, head of the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers. This committee 
is undertaking to undo the damage 
wrought by the 1934 fiasco and to 
give the textile workers of the coun- 
try a new conception of their op- 
portunities. In so far as this move- 
ment contemplates the recognition 
of the rights of mill owners and 
public, as well as the rights of em- 
ployes, it starts under good auspices. 

Public opinion will necessarily 
withhold final judgment until the 
promise is made good. Under the 
law workers are entitled to the pre- 
rogative of free self-organization and 
to the privilege of collective bar- 
gaining. But when violence and 
radicalism come into the picture, the 
public reaction is certain to be 
different. 

Mr. Nance’s statement indicates 
that labor leaders are bearing in 
mind the lesson taught by the mis- 
carriage of 1934. In the clothing 
field, Mr. Hillman has figured as a 
preserver of the best values of the 
industry. It remains to be seen 
whether, harassed by the difficul- 
tiés of the textile situation in the 
south, he can remain the labor 
statesman rather than the labor or- 
ganizer. His tactics will be watched 
with the utmost interest.

CONTROL OF VENEREAL DISEASE 
It is a good thing that the vol- 
untary and generally accepted ban 
on discussion of venereal diseases 
has disappeared. There is every 
reason why the public should dis- 
cuss diseases which are taking a 
heavy toll annually. The United 
States Department of Public Health, 
in its campaign to eradicate syphilis, 
reports that one out of every ten 
persons in the United States is af- 
flicted with this dreadful disease, 
many of them innocent victims. 


In the March issue of The Read- 
er’s Digest, Dr. John H. Stokes dis- 
cusses this problem in an article en- 
titled “Combating Early Syphilis.” 
Dr. Stokes says in his first para- 
graph: 

Syphilis, the wrecker and disabler, 
ranks high, if not actually first. 
among the causes of death. Untreated 
or insufficiently treated, it invades 
heart and brain, may ravage the nerv- 
ous s‘*stem and lay waste the mech- 
anisms of sight and locomotion. It 


‘is the great ventriloquist among dis- 


eases; in its final stages it may speak 
from any organ or tissue of the body. 
And yet this pitiless killer can be 
brought to heel by modern treatment. 
Indeed the most encouraging aspect of 
the stern campaign now being waged 
against syphilis is the fact that if 
physician and patient wisely perform 
their respective functions, cure is all 
but inevitable. 


As Dr. Stokes points out, syphilis 
is a very serious disease if allowed 
to run for a long time. If the pa- 
tient consults a doctor early, the

On My Way. 

RICHMOND, Va.—And so I am 
in the south once more, in that sec- 
tion of this immense American em- 
pire where 1 feel most at home. These 
lines are written in a room overlook- 


ing Monument avenue, in Richmond, 
Virginia, in the shadow of an immense 
pillar of marble that bears the name 
of Jefferson Davis. I asked the lieu- 
tenant governor of this state, who pre- 
sided at the meeting I add (and 
who will be the next governor) wheth- 
er the spirie of the Confederacy st 


ly: “It can never die!” 

I was glad to hear these words, 
for the spirit of the Confederacy was 
the incarsation of gallantry. It was 
moved by a deep sense of justice. I 
have always been a staunch believer 
in the renaissance of the south and 
still think that the peculiarly Ameri- 
can contribution to the sum total of 
civilization will ultimately come from 
the south. 

A taxi whisked me out of the whirl- 
ing maze of Washington’s streets to 
a quiet train that took its time in 
puffing from station to station, There 
was the historic river and Arlington 
cemetery, Fredericksburg and the yel- 
low, clay-fed ocean waves lapping 
Virginia’s shore. A bluish haze hung 
over the hills. Men and women came 
into the coach, greeted each other, 
got off at the next stop, helping each 
other lift down parcels and baggage. 
I saw more mutual aid on that short 
ride from Washington to the Confed- 
eracy’s old capital than in the two- 
and-a-half months I have been travel- 
ing north of the Mason and Dixon 
line. 

The sun was sinking slowly over 
wooded escapes whose wintry-naked 
trees stood out like brooding sentinels. 
Mauve pockets appeared in the flanks 
of the hills as the shadows of evening 
crept up. The drawling voices of my 
fellow wayfarers came to me as in 
a dream, a perfect noctural melody 
There were hands outstretched on the 
railway platform to bid me welcome. 
The lights of Richmond twinkled like 
jewels mixing in perspective with the 
swaying lamps suspended from the 
Lord’s mansions over my head. 

A limousine, purring softly like a 
shiny contented tiger, sped me to & 
home with the white pillars of colo- 
nial days on its porch. Over the road, 
my host informed me, once struggled 
the heroes of Lee’s army in their 
valiant upmarch. And when he was 
silent I felt as if their ghosts were 
still treading amongst the trees and 
I imagined I could see the fires of 
their martial bivouacs in the hollow.

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


An instructive folder distributed by 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
describes “signals” which, if heeded, 
will save thousands of youths or 
young adults from developing. active 
tuberculosis. Probably seven out of 
ten adolescents (persons in their 
’teens) <arbor latent or smouldering 
foci of tuberculosis in the lymph 
nodes. The great majority of. these 
develop sufficient immunity to pre- 
vent the tuberculosis from becoming 
active, provided they live under fair 
hygienic conditions. 

Infancy and early childhood is the 
time of primary infection, the tubercle 
bacilli entering the body either by way 
of the alimentary tract (in food or 
in dust or other contaminated matter 
swallowed) or nd way of the respira- 
tory tract (droplet or spray infection, 
through close or intimate contact with 
some one who has active pulmonary 
tuberculosis). Youth is the time of 
super-infection, which overwhelms the 
immunity produced by the primary in- 
feetion and causes the disease to 
come active and impair health or pro- 
duce illness. 

The immunity conferred by the pri- 
mary infection in infancy or early 
childhood (“everybody has a little 
tuberculosis”) is not strong enough to 
overcome a very large or virulent or 
too frequently repeated infection. The 
vital thing is to avoid super-infection 
in late childhood and youth. 

Routine tuberculin tests (skin 
tests) of school children, and search- 
ing chest examinations, together with 
X-ray examinations of all children 
who react to the test, is perhaps the 
most effective prophylaxis against 
active tuberculosis, aside from knowl- 
edge and obedience to the laws or 
rules of good hygiene. 

The late revered Dr. DeLancey 
Rochester, a great medical teacher, 
impressed upon his students the more 
common modes of onset of lung tuber- 
culosis by presenting typical cases in 
a group in his clinic, and these cases 
served to fix indelibly in the medical 
student’s mind the fact that cough 
and soreness or chest symptoms of 
any description may be entirely miss- 
ing from the patient’s own complaint 
or history and: not unlikely the pa- 
tient will give negative answers to the 
physician’s leading questions about 
such symptoms. Instead, the young 
person with incipient pulmonary tu- 
berculosis—that is the earliest stage 
of active tuberculosis in the lung— 
comes under medical observation in 
the beginning— 

(1) With symptoms and complaints 
of Dyspepsia and Anemia. Especially 
irls in their early ’teens. Often there 

vomiting or acid eructation, water- 
brash, palpitation, secondary anemia, 
periodic function irregular or. dimin- 
ished or absent. Increasing weakness. 

(2) With Pleurisy. Simple dry 
pleurisy, or pleurisy with effusion 
(fluid in chest). Instead of making a 
complete recovery from the attack the 
patient remains weak and continues 
to be slightly feverish afternoons. 
Perhaps one-third of all pleurisy at- 
tacks are tuberculosis from the outset. 

(8) With symptoms like Malaria. 

(4) With Laryngitis. Huskiness of 
voice with pain on swallowing, per- 
— over a few days. warrants 
careful and repeated examinations by 
the wee. 2 

(5) With Bronchitis. Diagnosis’ of 
“acute bronchitis” in youth or adoles- 
céht is always provisional. Especial- 
ly significant is bronchitis developing 
in a young person who has n 
troubled for some time with “catarrh” 
or “sinusitis.” Many cases of tuber- 
culosis purport to be “bronchitis” or 
“bronchial trouble” in the early 
weeks. 

. (6) With endden conghing up of 
fresh bload or blood streaked material. 

Any boy or girl in the ‘teens who 
has any -such symptoms should at 
least have the benefit of careful physi- 
eal examinations by the family on 
cian—not just one examination but 
examinations from time to time. The 
actual or potential invalid should 
faithfully follow the advice the physi- 
cian gives at each of these ta- 
tions. 

That is the wise, safe, economical 
course in every instance.

The senate has devoted major atten- 
tion to the President's court proposal, 
now in hearing before the judiciary 
committee. 

The house awaits senate action on 
the court bill before it steps into the 
controversy. 

The house agriculture committee, 
one of the more active in that branch 
has fallen into a virtual deadlock on 
legislation to aid farm tenants. A een- 
ate agriculture subcommittee will 
start hearings this week on the same 
subject. 

Labor legislation marks time, pend- 
ing enunciation of presidential views 
on regulation of hours and wages, and 
& supreme court ruling on the Wagner 
labor law. 

Reorganization Studied. 

A joint senate-honse committee has 
been studying the President's sugzes- 
tion for remodeling the government's 
executive structure.

WESTERN CHINA NEEDS 
RAN TO HALT FAMINE 


Fifth . of Szechuan Aréa 
Faces Starvation as Rice 
Fields Parch. 


CHUNGKING, Szechuan Province, 
China, March 28.—(4)—The drouth 
and famine which has settled down 
on Szechuan province has reduced 10,- 
000,000 persons, a fifth of the prov- 
ince’s population, to the verge of star- 
vation, foreign missionaries here esti- 
mated today. 

The missionaries, trying to carry 
on relief work among the hungry 
peasantry, are considered the best in- 
formed ‘persons concerning the trag- 
edy which threatens to spread over 
nearly all Western China. 

Mission workers assumed a_ pessi- 
mistic attitude concerning the disaster 
today. A spokesman said: 

“Unless heavy and widespread rains 
come before the rice-transplanting sea- 
son, late in April, there is danger of 
a famaine of terrible and enormous 
proportions.” 

Ineffective drizzles have” occurred 
at some points in the stricken area 
recently, but the rice fields, into which 
the seedlings must be transplanted 
soon, still are baked, waterless flats, 
which* cannot be cultivated until they 
are thoroughly soaked. 

Meanwhile, faced with a soaring 
death rate, with banditry and food 
raids increasing, the Szechuanese are 
gazing at the unfriendly heavens and 
trying all their old arts of prayer to 
placate the gods and ask for rain. 

Among the poer wretches crowding 
the relief organization’s mat sheds 
around Chungking death stalks ruth- 
lesaly. Hundreds die daily. The num- 
bers are not known, as the authori- 
ties ignore euch statistics. Refugees 
who have enough strength left to dig 
graves do most of the burying.

BAGDAD, Iraq, Feb. 11.—(By 
Mail)—Perhaps one may think that 
being “stranded” in Bagdad is not se 
bad and if were not the fact that I 
am overdue in Persia and most of the 
roads still covered with snow, I should 
be more patient and find something to 
coincide with the Arabian Nights. 

But the nearest approach to the 
“flying carpets” that I have seen here 
are the airplanes that arrive daily and 
circle over the city. 

Buying postage stamps and having 
them “charged” to one who is an ab- 
solute stranger is a unique experience. 
I went to the postoffice this morning 
and got several stamps. Finding that 
I did not havé enough money for the 
stamps, the postmaster simply told 
me I could charge them and pay him 
later—which I did. 

Last Sunday morning three of us 
motored to Babylon, some 70 miles 
distant. Leaving Bagdad en route to 
Babylon I saw the palace of the young 
king of Iraq, Ghazzi. 

After a brief stop we reached Baby- 
lon.

Officer in Navy Stresses 
“Urgency of Neutrality 
| Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(UP) 
Warnings of “ruthless and barbarous” 
submarine warfare to prevent bel- 
ligerents from obtaining aid from neu- 
trals in the next war were sounded 
by naval experts tonight as congres- 
sional leaders put the finishing 
touches on a strict United States neu- 
trality law. 

Benate and house foreign affairs 


experts will meet this week to recon- 
cUle minor differences in the Pittman 
and McReynolds neutrality measures, 
already passed separately by the sen- 
ate and house, to prevent opportuni- 
ties for war-time profits from involv- 
ing the United States in hostilities. 

| Writes in “Proceedings.” 

Urgency of such legislation with the 
worl pres for war at an unprec- 
edent rate, was stressed by Com- 
mander KE. Z. Hazlett Jr., in the cur- 
rent issue of the naval proceedings. 

Hazlett predicted that certain sea 
lanes will be barred to all shipping 
and that merchant vessels found in 
these areas will be subject to sub- 
marine attack on the ground that 
they will be considered carriers of 
contraband. 


“The international laws governing 
these subjects have not been changed 
since the war,” Hazlett said, “but it 
is generally agreed that any further 
war involving commerce will see the 
same violations, this time on prec- 
edent. 


“The procedure, in the opinion of | 


this writer, will closely follow Ger- 
man precedent. 


To Bar Picked Lanes. 

“Duly promulgated notices will 
warn all nations that certain sea 
areas, so located as not to interfere 
with commerce between neutral and 
neutral, are -barred to all shipping 
and that any merchant vessel found 
therein will be considered to be carry- 
ing contraband and subject to sub- 
marine attack, 

“Ruthless and barbarous! “Yes, 
and a cruel violation of so-called neu- 
tral righis as well. But the ruthless- 
ness will apply only to an inanimate 
neutral trade which is aiding the 
enemy.”

The former King, who as the Prince 
of Wales set men’s styles the world 
around, made no new contributions to 
fashion as Vienna clothing experts 
watched his active participation in the 
religious service. 

In the Vatican City, the Holy 
Father, Pope Pius XI, wept as he 
gave benediction to thousands of Cath- 
olies who crowded St. Peter’s for the 
pontifical mass. The Pope, still weak- 
ened by long illness, summoned his 
scant étore of strength to appear be- 
fore his people. 

Russia gave little notice to the Day 
of the Resurrection, it passing unno- 
ticed in Moscow except for members 
of the foreign colony who traveled 
through drenching rains to attend serv- 
ices in one Catholic and one Lutheran 
church, 

Jerusalem, the Holy City, saw an 
impressive celebration disturbed only 
by political storm clouds. Through

in observance of the day. 

An estimated 75,000 shivering spec- 
tators saw the 11th annual mountain 
Easter pageant presented at dawn at 
the base of the windswept Mount 
Roosevelt near Lawton, Okla., the 22- 
degree weather keeping other thous 
ands away.

President Roosevelt rode to church 
in an open car at Washington, wear- 
ing morning clothes and a shining top 
hat in deference to the occasion. His 
wife was among those present at a 
sunrise seryice at Arlington cemetery. 
where she laid a huge cross of white 
lilies on the Tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier. 


THOUSANDS OBSERVE

GREEN ADVISES LABOR 
10 DISAVOW SIT-DOWNS 


A. F. L. Chief Says Working- 
man Will Be Eventual 
Loser. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(4)— 
William Green, American Federation 
of Labor president, asserted today the 
sit-down method of strike “must be 
disavowed by the thinking men and 
women of labor.” 

In a etatement issued at A. F. of 
L. headquarters here, Green said, “I 
publicly warn labor against this ille- 
gal procedure.” 

He explained: 

“First, public opinion will not sup- 
port sit-down strikes, That means la- 
bor loses public support when any 
part of it engages in sit-down strikes. 


“Second. temporary advantages gain-| 


ed through the sit-down strikes will 
inevitably lead to permanent injury. 
The public generally will not long tol- 
erate the illegal seizure of property. 

“If persisted in it will, through 
state and federal law-making bodies, 
force the enactment of legislation pro- 
viding for compulsory arbitration, the 
incorporation of unions and other re- 
pressive forms of legislation which 
will deprive organized labor of free- 
dom of association and liberty of ac- 
the limitations of both 
moral and statutory law. 

“Labor . . must be permitted to 
picket when strikes occur. It may be 
greatly restricted and perhaps denied 
the exercise of these elemental rights 
if it persists in engaging in sit-down 
strikes.”

CO-OPERATIVE BUYING 


Department of Labor Study 
To Determine Volume of 
Transactions. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(UP) 
The steadily rising cost of living has 
given sharp impetus to the growth 
of co-operative associations in which 
consumers band together to combat in- 


creasing prices through mass_ pur- 
chases of essential] everyday com- 
modities, reports to government de- 
partments: indicated tonight. 


Spawned during the depression by 
workers and professional men eager 
to stretch to the limit. drastically re- 
duced earnings, the consumer co-op- 
eratite movement has spread so rap- 
idly. that the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor, at the request of 
anxious retail merchants, is making 
its first extensive survey of the sit- 
uation. 

Questionnaires have been sent io 
more than 3, co-operatives includ- 
ing farm and consumer units but of- 
ficials said the survey would not em- 
brace all agencies because of the im- 
possible task of reaching the smaller 
and comparatively unknown groups. 
Reports received by the department 
thus far are too fragmentary to gauge 
accurately the dollar turn-over yearly 
of the farm and consumer co-opera- 
tives but authorities said the figure 
would total many millions. 

Qne of the administration’s ablest 
economists said that “mushroom 
growth of consumers’ co-operatives 1s 
inevitable if the price rise continues 
unabated.” . 

At the same timé, however, he said 
many of the new co-operatives would 
fail because of inadequate financing, 
management and the limited selec- 
tion of commodities in stock.

OVERWEIGHT AND HIGH 
BLOOD PRESSURE. 


There is no way of telling how 
many men are refused insurance be- 
cause of high blood pressure. The in- 


sidious thing about high blood pres- 
sure is that you may not know there 
is anything wrong until its diseovery 
in a routine examination. It may oc- 
cur at any gge, but develops most fre- 
quently between the ages of 40 and 50. 
The old theory, 100 plus the age, 
is not a safe index to normal blood 
pressure. In fact, even the rule of 
100-plus-age-minus-10 is unsafe for 
persons past middle age. Riesman’s 
table, which follows, gives the aver- 
age blood pressure for men at various 
ages, and any marked deviation is 
considered abnormal: 
Systolic 


Diastolic 
120 Si 


60 
High blood pressure seems to be 
characteristic of overweight. In fact, 
obsity is recognized as one of the 
common predisposing causes, and 
weight reduction is so effective in 
lowering the blood pressure that it is 
now considered of first importance in 
treatment. 
It is surprising to note that even a 
small loss in weight results in a great- 
ly decreased blood pressure, as in the 
ease of an 18-year-old girl weighing 
165 pounds, and with a blood pres- 
sure of 170. When the girl lost three 
pounds, the blood pressure dropped to 
135. Among 1,000 overweights with 
high bleod pressure, Dr. W. E. Preble, 
of Boston, found an average reduc- 
tion of 14 points in blood pressure 
with only 10 pounds of weight loss.

As 
new blood vessels are formed to nour- 
ish this uneless fatty tissue, the heart 
must pump harder to force the blood 
through these arteries. Consequently, 
the blood pressure rises.
